"We have ad- 
vanced beyond the stage where we regard an epi- 
demic of typhoid as fate and make no steps to 
safeguard ourselves against disease. But we allow 
4,000,000 men to go jobless without seeing that 
this is as great a catastrophe as an epidemic. Peo- 
ple still think that perhaps it ^is inevitable that 
periods of depression and wantVnust come.''

Four-Power Agreement, in all its details, present-

The very thing that was done was pre- 
dicted and its details clearly stated—-that it was 
not an agreement for war but one to prevent a

: possible. Those who are'yet so committed to the 
League of Nations as to see no treaty that docs not 
follow that useless and cumbersome document, 
call attention to a seeming parallel between Ar- 
ticle II of the covenant and the .new. treaty. But

must always be read in connection with Article X 
ithe relationship vanishes under examination.
